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CREMORNE GARDENS. 

These Gardens opened on Monday for 
the summer season. We stated about a 
month back the many alterations that were 
going on in rapid succession—the whole or 
nearly so are now complete. The grand 
entrance, ag it appears from the Thames, 
has a splendid and beautiful effect, and at- 
tracts the eyes of the passengers by the 
steam-boats in no small degree. The road 
into the gardens is now wide, and sufficiently 
so, to allow the visitors room to pass each 
other without inconvenience. Of the vari- 
ous improvements in the gardens since last 
season it is impossible to give a just idea— 
they are many and judicious, and the space 
considerably increased. The entrance from 
the King’s-road bears the resemblance of 
enchantment ; the Cosmoramic View of 
Mexico is a splendid painting, and is most 
creditable to the artist; the Camera Ob- 
scura affords great delight to the company 
generally, while the younger portion are 
busily engaged in the maze. The new and 
splendid Grand Pagoda, near the Banquet- 
ing-hall, is really magnificent when lighted, 
being on a totally new principle, and the 
platform around it, erected for dining, com- 
modious and appropriate, although a great 
improvement might have been made pro- 
vided it had been raised about two feet 
higher, for then the whole of the spectators 
would have had a complete view of the 
dancing. The Banqueting-hall is without 
doubt, a fine spacious affair, capable of 





holding twelve hundred at dinner, and the 
galleries on each side are very complete 
for the admittance of ladies on such occa- 
sions. The decorations are neat, and have 
a cool and pleasing effect. The surround- 
ing trees, when lighted, have a magicel ap- 
pearance, and must be seen to be appre- 
ciated. The interior of the Hotel has been 
entirely re-decorated. The principal room 
set apart for dinners is elegant in the ex- 
treme, while the private rooms are of a 
most comfortable description ; indeed the 
whole of the establishment altogether is as 
complete as possible, and many thousands 
must have been expended since last season. 
Of the amusements there are many and 
varied. This being her Majesty’s birth- 
day the veteran Green ascended with anew 
balloon. In colour it is totally different 
from any other we haye seen—it being 
pink and orange stripes, and when in the air 
and the sun shining upon it, has more the 
appearance of a rainbow than anything we 
can describe it to. We never witnessed so 
beautiful an ascent before; it glided away so 
eassiy and majestically,and kept in sight so 
long, that it was the admiration of the many 
thousands collected together to witness its 
ascension. Mr. Green was accompanied 
by three friends. The whole affair seemed 
to give great satisfaction. The brass band 
and Messrs, Labrent were in attendance the 
whole of the afternoon, Mr. Bradbury ap- 
peared on the corde volante, and Professor 
Mori and his infant sons gave their sur- 
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prising performances a la Risley. The con- 
cert was supported by Messdames Lane, 
Schweiso, Penson, Hodson, &c.; Messrs. 
Atkinson, Glindon, Vanburen, &c, The 
dances by Miss C. Barnet and Franconi. 
A witty farce concluded the entertainment, 
and the quadrilles were kept up till half- 
past eleven o’clock. The alterations have 
been entirely under the superintendence of 
Mr. Ellis and Mr. Partridge, and evidently 
gave general satisfaction. Mr. Van Buren 
acts as an overlooker of the Gardens, and 
appears to pay particular attention to the 
visitors. There could not have been less 
than seven thousand persons present, who 
appeared to enjoy themselves with all pos- 
sible satisfaction. 


“ROYAL GARDENS, VAUXHALL. 


Vauxhall this year is to be very gay. It 
was the intention of the lessee to have 
opened the portals of this Methuseleh of 
public gardens on Whit Monday last, 
but the numerous artists engaged in the 
various departments found it impossible, 
such is the extent of display, to complete 
and give due effect to their several produc- 
tions. Mr, Wardell, rather than the picto- 
rial embellishments of “Royal Property” 
should be presented to the public in an un- 
finished state, has wisely postponed the 
opening of the gardens for a week, and on 
Monday, May 31st, Vauxhall will appear 
in one blaze of light, reminding the habitues 
of what it was in its palmy days. 

The Grand Square of St, Mark at Venice, 
with the palace of the Doge, Library, Ca- 
thedral, and Campanella, or Bell Tower, 
forms the subject this year for display in the 
Waterloo ground. The square or piazza of 
St. Mark is unique, rich, and venerable; in 
form it is an oblong rectangle surrounded 
on three sides by magnificent piles of build- 
ing, with arcades of fine marble, partly 
erected by Palladio,250 feet in length and 
100 feet in breadth. The piazza opening 
from St. Mark’s is very rich, and possesses 
two distinguished buildings—the ducal pa- 
lace and the library. The former is one of 
the most magnificent, as it is certainly the 
mostinteresting edifice in Venice, In front 
of its entrance are the famous pillars be- 
tween which so many state criminals have 
been executed. It is with this part of the 
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noble and beautiful city—*‘ cradled in the 
waters’’—that all our associations, poetical 
and historical, of the Doges, and of the se- 
cret and awful deliberations of the Coun- 
cil of Ten are connected. The Ilbrary is 
not only interesting for the elegance of its 
architecture, but also for the circumstance 
that Petrarch laid its foundation by a gift 
of Books and valuable MSS. Opposite St. 
Mark’s stands the Campanella. above 300 
feet in height, on the top of which the im- 
mortal Galileo pursued his astronomical ob- 
servations. The whole of these, the prin. 
cipal structures of the *f queenly city,’’ the 
“ Bride of the Sea,’ have been modelled 
and designed by Messrs. Alfred and Frede- 
rick Adams, and painted by them, with the 
assistance of Messrs. Jones, Battie, Turner, 
Gordon, Smithers, Hodson, Horne,W&c. ; 
while the extraordinary and ingenious me- 
chanical effects and contrivances have been 
executed under the immediate direction of 
Mr. Randle, machinist to the gardens, The 
musical and dramatic engagements are now 
complete. The vocalists include :—Miss 
Lydia Pearce, Miss Wells, Miss J. Wells, 
Miss Lorraine, and Miss Fanny Matthews; 
Mr. S. Jones, Mr. D. Browne, and Mr. J. 
W. Sharp, the comic singer. The concert 
band will be led by Mr. Allwood (from the 
Lyceum Theatre). The brass band, by 
Messrs. Bean and W. Blight; and the band 
from the Hartz mountains, by Herr Kettler. 
The ballet corps include Mr. W. H. Payne, 
Mr. T. Matthews, (both from the Theatre 
Royal, Drury-lane), Miss Rosina Wright, 
M. Milano, Mrs. W. H. Payne, and Miss 
Annie Payne. Mr. John Ryan, a gentle- 
man of great theatrical experience, has 
been appointed acting manager; and Mr. 
W.H. Payne stage manager, The duties 
of secretary to the ‘* Royal Property” have 
been entrusted to Mr. T. R. Lewis. The 
Gardens will be opened every night except 
Saturday. 


PRINCESS’S THEATRE. 


The indefatigable manager, Mr. Maddox, 
has engaged Mr. Macready for a short pe- 
riod, who made his first appearance this 
season on Monday in the part of Hamlet ; 
he was ably supported by Mrs. Warner, as 
the Queen. Of their performances it is 
unnecessary to make any comment at this 
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time of day, being so well known and so 
duly appreciated by the public generally. 
The house was crowded, and on their entry 
before the audience the most tumultuous 
applause was shewn. At the conclusion 
great applause followed, and both artists 
appeared before the curtain and seemed 
much gratified at their reception. 


PUBLIC PLACES OF AMUSEMENT. 

Nationa, GaLLEry.—This place was 
crowded on Whit-Monday by a dense mass 
the whole of the day; as far as examining 
a picture, it was scarcely possible to get a 
glimpse of one. 

PoLyTecuNic.—-Many thousands were 
obliged to go away who could not gain 
admittance. 

Tue British Museum.—No less than 
seventeen thousand persons visited this na- 
tional establishment on Monday ; a proof, 
as Mr. Hume observed, the people begin to 
appreciate foreign curiosities. 

Diorama, ReGeNntT’s PARK.—There was 
no laek of company here on Monday ; from 
the highest to the middling class might be 
seen congregating in vast numbers, 

CoLosseuM.—The lowering of the prices 
to this unique establishment seems to have 
had the desired effect ; vast numbers were 
seen to throng round the building early in 
the morning till a very late hour in the 
evening. 

Royat Panorama, LEICESTER. SQUARE, 
—The views here seem very attractive ; 
every class of society might be seen on 
Whit-Monday, pouring in to view this 
never-failing pleasing spectacle. 

Mapame Tussaup’s.—Many additions 
have been recently made to this exhibition. 
The visitors were very numerous during the 
day, but in the evening every-avenue was 
crowded to excess. 
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THEATRICAL POVERTY. 

We have not had so poor a show of dra- 
matic entertainments at this holidap season 
of the year as is now presented for some 
time, Thoatricals are decidedly below par 








in the market. We should have said Eng- 
lish Theatricals for the foreigners are in a 
very flourishing state, as the two Italian 
houses witness, We trust, however, that 
the many metropolitan temples of the 
drama now so generally shutting their 
doors throughout the town, intend re-open- 
ing next season, refreshed from their long 
rest. Yet the prospect is not very con- 
soling, if we look through the list of * killed 
and wounded” of the metropolitan theatres. 

Drury-lane—closed and to let. 

Lyceum—about closing. 

Sadler’s Wells—ditto. 

Olympic—closed and to let. 

Adelphi—reported to be about to be 
pulled down, 

Thus scarcely leaving any others than the 
Princess’s and Haymarket open,—and how 
long they will continue so is very doubtful. 
There must be ‘* something rotten in the 
state of Denmark” to occasion this rapid 
falling off in the list of pleasures appurte- 
nant to the town. Whatcanit be? The 
reasons assigned by Mr. Bunn in his closing 
address at Drury-lane have doubtless had 
some weight with both managers and 
public. We trust that affairs may be look- 
ing more healthy shortly, and that amid 
the fluctuations of the market, theatrical 
prospects will regain their look of prospe- 
rity. It is said that when things are at the 
worst they will mend. Things as they are 
now, cannot be very much worse, yet the 
signs of mending are not at present very 
encouraging. We must perforce philoso- 
phize and “ wait and hope.” 

PROVINCIAL. 
(From our own Correspondent.) 

Oxrorp.—The early portion of term has 
passed, and though cricketing and boat- 
racing have taken up much attention, yet a 
number of entertainments of a varied na- 
ture have taken place. Mr. Macmillan 
commenced proceedings by giving a series 
of ventriloquial performances, at the Star 
Assembly Rooms, on the 19th, 20th, and 
21st ult.; entertainments amusing, audi- 

ences rather small. On the 26th and 27th, 
the original Ethiopian Serenaders, Pell, 
Harrington, White, Stanwood, and Germon, 
gave morning and evening concerts at the 
Town Hall; on each occasion attended by 
a crowded auditory, who were highly grati- 












fied. On the 6th inst. Mr. Henry Russell 
gave a vocal entertainment at the Star 
Rooms; attendance good, concert highly 
attractive. And onthe 8th inst. M. Jul- 
lien, with his well-known band (though 
many of the renowned solo performers were 
not in attendance), with the celebrated 
Herr Pischek, gave a grand concert at the 
Town Hall; room perfectly crowded with 
all the elite of the university, city, and sur- 
rounding country — programme good, all 
well executed—Pischek not the hit he was 
expected to prove. Jullien has done more 
than any, by his low prices of admission 
and attractive bills of fare, to put down the 
spirit of monopoly which disgraced Oxford for 
so long a time until very recently. On dit 
that we are to have the Hungarian Vocalists 
and the Female American Serenaders dur- 
ing the present term: should the Vice 
Chancellor allow the latter to perform here, 
they will doubtless attract large assemblies 
of “ black gowns.”’ 

Yorx.—The present week have been the 
re-appearance of Mr. T. Holmes and the 
representation of two of Shakespeare’s 
most sublime tragedies, “‘ Hamlet” and 
“Othello.” The principal character was 
sustained in a manner that did Mr. Holmes 
much credit. Of course we are speaking 
comparatively, Wedid not go to see a 
Kean or a Macready ; and shall not there- 
fore criticise as though we had. On the 
whole Mr. Holmes’s personation of the cha- 
racter was good; and now-a-days, when so 
much trash is put upon the stage, we feel 
that we ought not to prejudice or discou- 
rage any actor who exhibits at least a will- 
ingness to soar above it; for we are quite 
satisfied that any one of our great author’s 
plays, though indifferently performed, is far 
preferable to any of those “things” (for 
they deserve no bettet name) which may 
please the fancy of a day, but which, if 
persisted in, will either contaminate really 
dramatic talent or close many of our theatres 
altogether. 

NottTincHam.—Mr. George Owen, the 
youthful tragedian, appeared on the Derby 
boards in the character of Hamlet, and on 
Tuesday at the Theatre, Nottingham, in 
the same character; at both places he was 
honoured by loud applause, and called on 
"he stage on each evening. On Wednesday 
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Mr. George Owen appeared at Derby in 
Macbeth, Friday Richard the Third, and on 
Saturday (his benefit and last appearance) 
in Richelieu and Young Norval, both of 
which characters he was loudly applauded 
in, and called before the curtain. 

Mrs. Warner, well known for her cle- 
ver and successful management of Sadler’s 
Wells Theatre, the last refuge of the legi- 
timate drama in London, made her first ap- 
pearance at our theatre, last evening. The 
play was ‘‘ Macbeth,” Mrs. Warner sus- 
taining the part of Lady Macbeth, to the 
Macbeth of Mr. Graham, a metropolitan 
performer. Her performance fully vindica- 
ted her high metropolitan position. With 
the grace and finish of the Kemble school, 
Mrs. Warner combines much of the ear- 
nestness and the depth of passion of Kean. 
The letter scene, the dialogue with Macbeth 
which succeeds, and the sleep-walking scene 
were each admirably given—the last espe- 
cially so. At the close, Mrs. Warner was 
called, and heartily applauded. On Tues- 
day ‘‘The Gamester,’ Mrs. Beverly and 
Beverly by Mrs. Warner and Mr. Graham. 
In passages of deep pathos, the trembling 
grief of her tones was beautifully and touch - 
ingly given. Mr. Graham’s is a perform- 
ance of great merit.— Midland Counties He- 
rald, May 13, 1847. 

MANCHESTER.—Weber’s opera of “Obe- 
ron” has been produced at the Theatre 
Royal, in this town, for the benefit of Mr. 
Seymour. The part of Huon was sustained 
by Mr. E. L. Hime; Miss Kenneth was 
very successful in the character of the 
Princess; and Miss Susan Kenneth played 
the part of the Maid very archly. 


TuHeatre Roya, Dustin.—The insol- 
vency of Mr. Calcraft, the lessee of the 
Theatre Royal, forms a chapter in the dra- 
matic history of the metropolis; and if his 
exertions have failed to uphold the legiti- 
mate stage, it is not easy to see how any 
one else could hope to take money by the 
speculation. His schedule has been filed 
in the Insolvent Court, and its details must 
of course be looked upon with interest by 
the play-going public as well in London as 
here. His liabilities amount to upwards of 
15,000/., and the necessity of his appeal- 
ing to the Court is stated by him to arise 
from the expenses of the establishment ex- 
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ceeding the receipts, and from the larger 
sums he had to pay by way of interest, in 
order to obtain advanceof money. The ba- 
lance set out the receipts of the house from 
1830 down to 1847, and commencing at 
13,0002. They increased in 1839-40 to 
more than 17,000/. ; but the debit increases 
in the same ratio, and on the whole of the 
years is set down at 5,113/, The largest 
creditors are the trustees Of the theatre, 
Messrs. Moore and Bicknell, of London, 
with whom he entered into an arrangement 
for the purchase of the place for 12,000/., 
but of this only 2,110/., and 6012. were paid, 
Mr. Calcraft being unable to advance more. 
Among the actors who are returned as cre- 
ditors of Mr. Calcraft, are Miss Helen Fau- 
cit for 5002., Charles Matthews, 641, Wil- 
liam Farren, 301., Vandenhoff, 66/., Harri- 
son, the singer, 31/., Webster the lessee of 
the Haymarket, 25/., Macready, upwards of 
1507, and the Dramatic Authors’ Society, 
&c., 82/., and 22/7. To Mr. Beale, of Re- 
gent-street, a balance of 250/., connected 
with the engagement of the Italians. To 
the local parties, there is due to the printer 
of the theatre 2871, andto the machinist 
880/. Many of the standing corps are down 
for small sums from 6/. to 1/. 10s., and Ba- 
ker the comedian, 907. By seven benefits, 
1,919. was realised, and his private expenses 
were mcderate. 


EXTRACTS FROM THE DIARY OF 
MR. BOB LARKINS, MAN-ABOUT- 
TOWN, “ GENT,” &c. 

[Our readers are doubtless well acquaint- 
ed with Mr. Robert Larkins, familiarly 
called “ Bob” by his friends and comrades. 
If not, they should find him out at once, as 
he is a person well worth looking at and 
conversing with ; he is to be seen daily, 
perambulating the fashionable streets and 
parks of the metropolis, and may be easily 
recognised by his quiet and unobtrusive 
attire, in general consisting of a whity- 
brown paper hat, a most dwarfish and ex- 
traordinarily diminutive shirt-collar, a scar- 
let silk joinville tie (generally ticketed in 
shops as “ Gents’ 2s. 6d.’’), a long striped 
waistcoat (somethIng like a groom’s), dis- 
playing a superfluous quantity of shirt with 
some scores of Carlotta Grisis pirouetting 
upon it, a bright blue paletot, orange co- 
loured gloves, French leather boots, a rec- 
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tangular headed cane, and chess-board in- 
expressibles. His language is remarkably 
choice, occasionally interspersed with oaths 
and words of rather virulent quality and 
low origin; if not well versed in the clas- 
sics, he is a great proficient in that lan- 
guage generally styled ‘ Corinthian.” He 
has written to us stating it is his intention to 
write to us occasionally, and giving it as 
his opinion that the “Journal” is the 
“‘ cheese’? as a theatrical paper; he pro- 
mises to give us now and then his opinions 
on things in general and the theatres in 
particular, as contained in a diary which he 
is in the habit of keeping. We hasten to 
present our readers with the first extract. 
Ep. T. J.J 
Extract 1, 

Showing how, after having passed the Der- 
by day at Epsom, Mr. Larkins went at 
half-price, in the evening, to the Lyceum ; 
and setting forth his notions and opinions 
on the performances, &c.— 


Half-past eight, p.m. Got home from 
Epsom—had a most splendid spree—drank 
like a fish—felt rather funny and dizzy 
when got to my rooms; sensations arising 
most likely from over study and too much 
work, or its just possible from the mixture 
of pale ale, rum, champagne, and pork 
pies. Rattles dropt in—what a strange 
coincidence; he’d got the same sensations 
as I had—hope its not the measles or any- 
thing infectious, Went and had some 
brandy-and-water half-and-half at Judge 
Nicholson’s—still felt funny ; rather worse, 
perhaps, than before the brandy—Rattles 
the same—struck me Rattles was drunk ; 
he never seemed to stand steady, and was 
always moving about before me—sometimes 
there seemed to be two Rattles’s—he said 
I was drunk—would swear I was’nt—chaf- 
fed a crusher—bonneted some snob of a 
city-clerk, who, confound him, gave me v 
black eye. 


Nine o’clock. Thought we’d go and see 
the “ Wood Demon,” at the Lyceum, at 
half-price—still felt funny—was afraid I'd 
caught cold in my eyes, as both very weak 
(particularly the black one) and did’nt see 
very clearly—sometimes saw two things in- 
stead of one, and everything very misty. 
The boys must have been somehow making 
slides on the pavement, as fell down several 
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times going along—would swear I was per- 
fectly sober. Got into the theatre—had a 
shindy with the check-taker, but got in at 
last. Not quite clear what the piece was— 
rather think it was a burlesque—would’nt 
swear it was’nt a tragedy. 

Ten to twelve o’clock, p.m. Somebody 
played an organ-boy in the play—don’t 
think it was Macready—don’t know but 
what there was’nt two organ-boys with 
hurdy-gurdies. There was some Ethiopian 
Serenaders—don’t think they were females. 
Somebody played a Knight, and somebody 
a Demon—think the latter was Mrs. Keeley 
—would’nt be sure—I know it was either 
her or Wigan. Had a row with a chap in 
the theatre, because I would be genteel to 
his wife and put my arm round her waist— 
kissed her at last. Had a fight with the 
snob—somehow I got my other eye blacked. 
The police came and pulled me out—chaf- 
fed the box-keeper; and stood porter to 
the policeman. 

Twelve o’clock until next morning. Rat- 
tles was very drunk; he tried to turn it off, 
and said J was. But that’s humbug—went 
to the Coal-Hole—sung a comic song—had 
six goes of gin-and-water.

Never knew how I got home—found my- 
self ready dressed when I awoke the next 
morning—only by some unaccountable ac- 
cident my hat was dreadfully disfigured as 
to shape and colour, and my paletot was 
covered with dust and split up the back— 
something extraordinary must have hap- 
pened. 

N.B.—Would swear I went to bed sober, 
any-how. 


THEATRICAL SCRAPIANA. 

A Suicut Mistake !—What a vast dif- 
ference does the misspelling of a single 
letter often cause ; The Nottingham Review, 
some time ago, in writing Mr. H. Farmer’s 
concert, says that “ Miss Rainforth is a 
pretty sinner.” If our contemporary does 
not “ correct the press’’ better, it will be 
having an action brought against it for de- 
famation of character. 

THEATRES IN THE OLDEN *TIME.— 
Warrant sent to the Actors at ye Cockpit 
in Drury-lane the 18th Oct. 1660 :— 

“* Whereas seuerall complaints have been 
made against you to the King’s Most Ex- 
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cellent Majesty by Mr. Killigrew and Sr, 
William Dauenant concerning vnusuall 
and vnreasonable rates taken at your play- 
house doores of the respective persons of 
qualitie that desire to refresh and improue 
themselues by the sight of your Morrall 
Entertainments. which were constituted for 
profitt and delight—and the said complaints 
made use of by the said Mr. Killigrew and 
Sr. William Davenant as part of theire 
suggestions for theire pretended power and 
for your late restrainte, 

“ And whereas complaints have been 
made thereof formerly to me, wherewith 
you were acquainted as innouations and ex- 
actions not allowed by mee; and the like 
complaints are now made that you doe 
practise the said exactions in takeing of 
excessive and unaccustomed rates uppon 
the restitution of you to your liberty. 

“ These are therefore in his Maiesties 
name to require you and eury of you to 
take from the persons of qualitie and others 
as dayly frequent your play house such 
vsuall and accustomed rates only as were 
formerly taken at the Black-fryers by the 
late Companie of Actors there and noe 
more, nor otherwise for every new or old 
play that shall be allowed you by the 
Master of the Revells to be acted in the 
same play-house, and you are hereby fur. 
ther required to bringe or sende to me all 
such old plaies as you doe intende to Acte 
at your play-house that they may be re- 
formee of Prophanes and Ribaldry wit shall 
seem meet at ye office of ye Revells. 

(Signed) “ Henry HERBERT. 
“ To Mr. Michael Mohun and ye 

rest of Actors of ye Cock Pitt 

play-house in Drhry-lane, the 

12th October, 1660, 


The prices of admission to the theatres in 
the reign of Queen Elizabeth were consi- 
derably under the sums charged at the pre- 
sentday, oven on reference to the relative 
value of money at both periods, The cost 
varied from the gallery at two-pence to the 
lords’ room, where the charge was one shil- 
ling. The lords’ room, situated over the 
stage, answered to the present stage boxes. 
Ben Jonson, in the prologue to ‘ Every 
Man out of his Hemour,” acted for the first 
time at the Globe on Banksids in 1599, 
saye, Let me never live to look so high as 
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the two-penny room again ;” and, in the 
same play, mention is made of “the Lords’ 
room over the stage.” Decker, in his 
“ Belman of London bringing to Light the 
most Notorious Villanies that are now 
Practised in the Kingdom,” first printed in 
1668, also says, ‘* Pay your twopence to a 
player, and you may sit in the gallery ;” 
while in a play from the pen of Middleton, 
“ One of them is a nip; I took him once 
into the twopenny gallery at the Fortune.” 
It appears that the price of admission to 
the Lords’ room over the stage at the period 
above alluded to, was one shilling; for 
Decker, in hie ‘‘ Gal's Hornbook,” printed 
in 1609, says, “ At a new play, you take 
up the twelve-penny room next the stage, 
because the lords and you may seem to be 
hail fellow well met.” At the period to 
which the above document refers, there 
were six play-houses allowed at one time in 
London, viz. :—I1st, at Blackfriars, for the 
King’s Company; 2nd, the Globe, on the 
Bankside; 3rd, the Fortune; and 4th, the 
Cockpit—both of the latter in Drury-lane ; 
5th, one in Salisbury-court ; and 6th, the
